Sept. 27.—Li on F. Czolgosz, 
the assassin of President McKinley, 
was during the afternoon sentenced 
to be electrocuted in Auburn state 
prison during the week beginning Get.

Before sentence was passed 
the assassin evinced a desire to speak, 
but he could not get his voice above a 
whisper and his words were repeated 
to the court by his counsel. 
“There was no one but me,” the 
prisoner said in a whisper, “no one 
else but mo to do it aud no one paid 
me to do it. 
I was not told anything 
about the crime and I never thought 
anything about that until a couple of 
days before I committed the crime.” 
Czolgosz sat dowu. 
He was quito 
calm, but It was evident that his mind 
was flooded with thoughts of his own 
distress. 
His eyes were dilated, mak­ 
ing them appear very bright. 
His 
cheeks were a trifle pale and his •out­ 
stretched hand trembled. The guards 
put the handcuffs on his wrists.

Sept. 27.—The Schley 
court of inquiry was in session for 
only an hour and three-quarters, ad­ 
journing at I z : 45 in order to permit 
its members and others engaged, there 
to attend the funeral of Judge Wilson, 
late chief counsel for Admiral Schley. 
Captain Wise concluded his testimony, 
Admiral Cotton m ade a brief sta te ­ 
ment on recall, and Lieutenant Spen­ 
cer S. Wood, who commanded the dis­ 
patch boat Dupont during the Span­ 
ish war, began his testimony. 
Ma­ 
chinist Gray, who w'as iu charge of 
the starboard engines of the Texas 
on the day of th e battle off Santiago, 
also testified briefly. 
He said that on 
the day of the battle the starboard en ­ 
gines were stopped and the machinery 
reversed. 
Captain 
Wise was ques­ 
tioned at considerable length as to 
what he had done before the arrival 
of the flying squadron off Santiago 
towards locating Cervera's flecq in the 
harbor. 
He said th at while he had satisfied 
himself of the presence of Cie Span­ 
ish fleet he had been content to com ­ 
municate his knowledge to Admiral 
Schley through Captain Sigsbee, not 
considering it necessary to make di­ 
rect com munication with 
the com ­ 
mander-in-chief. 
Lieutenant Wood gave the particu­ 
lars of hts delivery of dispatches from 
Admiral Sam pson to Admiral Schley 
on May 22, while the admiral lay off 
Cienfuegos.

seemed very nervous and especially 
anxious to know what Sampson's in­ 
tentions were. 
He had not concluded

Told by Captain Wise. 
Captain Wise, who commanded the 
scout ship Yale during 
the Spanish 
war, continued his narration of the 
retrogade

He also said that even though 
he had been the senior officer while 
off Santiago prior to the arrival of 
Captain Cotton he had not commanded 
Captain Sigsbee to give to Commodore

At this point Captain Wise was ex­ 
cused and Admiral Cotton was re­ 
called to make verbal corrections in 
the testimony 
previously given 
by 
him. 
Admiral Cotton Recalled. 
Admiral Cotton was questioned con­ 
cerning some points of the Santiago 
campaign. 
He said that on the m orn­ 
ing of May 31 after 
arriving 
from 
Kingston he had 
gone 
aboard the 
Brooklyn with dispatches for Admiral 
Schley. 
William C. Gray, who was chief m a­ 
chinist on the Texas during the battle 
off Santiago on July 3, testified that 
on that date he had been on duty at 
the throttle of the starboard engine 
of the battleship. 
He said that when 
he went to the vessel the engine was 
going ahead. 
“The next signal,” he said, “ was to 
stop, and a minute afterw ards to re­ 
verse. 
The engines 
were 
then re­ 
versed." 
The witness said that the reversal 
was very brief, the revolutions not ex­ 
ceeding IOO and tim e being short. 
He 
had, he said, heard afterwards that 
the reverse was because they were 
passing the Brooklyn. 
Lieutenant Spencer S. Wood, who 
commanded the dispatch boat Dupont 
during the Spanish war, was the next 
witness. 
Lieutenant Wood related the partic­ 
ulars of his mission as a dispatch car­

Above a 


W hisper and His Counsel Repeats 


H is Words to the Court— Insists He 


W as Alone in the Commission of the 


C rim e— Condemned 
Man Taken to 


Auburn Penitentiary. 


Buffalo. Sept. 27.—Leon F. Czolgosz, 
tho assassin of President McKinley, 
was during the afternoon sentenced 
to be electrocuted in Auburn state 
prison during the week beginning Oct. 
28, 1901. 
Before sentence was passed 
th e assassin evinced a desire to speak, 
but he could riot get his voice above a 
w hisper and his words were repeated 
to the court by his counsel. 
“There was no one but me,” the 
prisoner salt! in a whisper, “no one 
else but me to do it aud no one paid 
me to do it. 
I was not told anything 
about the crime and I never thought 
anything about that until a couple of 
days before I committed the crime.” 
Czolgosz sat down. 
He was quite 
calm, but it was evident that his mind 
was flooded with thoughts of his own 
distress. 
His eyes were dilated, m ak­ 
ing them appear very bright. 
His 
cheeks were a trifle pale and his .out­ 
stretched hand trembled. 
The guards 
put the handcuffs on his wrists. 
He 
looked at one of the officers. 
There 
was an expression of the profoundest 
fear and helplessness in his eyes. 
He glanced about at the people who 
crowded the room in efforts to get a 
look at him. 
The prisoner’s eyelids 
rose and fell trcmuousiy and then he 
fixed his gaze on the floor in front of 
him. 
At this point Judge Titus 
came 
over to the prisoner aud bade him 
goodbye. 
Czolgosz replied very faint­ 
ly. letting bis eye rest upon the man 
who had been his counsel. 
“Good­ 
bye." he said, weakly. 
Czolgosz was Hurried down stairs 
and through the tunnel of sobs to the 
jail, where he will rem ain until re­ 
moved to Auburn to pay the penalty 
for his crime. 


Prisoner Brought Into Court. 
Although the time announced for 
th.* convening of court was 2 o’clock, 
every seat and every foot of standing 
room were occupied before 1:30 and 
scores were clamoring outside for ad­ 
mission. 
The doors were locked and 
no more were admitted to tile room. 
The prisoner was brought Into the 
room at 
1:55. 
Five m inutes later 
Justice White took his place upon the 
bench. 
As soon as Justice White as­ 
sum ed the bench, Crier Max Hess 
s a id : 
“ P ursuant to a recess this trial term 
of the supreme court Is now open for 
the transaction of business.” 
District Attorney Penney said: 
“ If your honor please, I move sen­ 
tence in the case of the people vs. 
Leon F. Ceolgosz; stand up, Czolgosz.” 
Fisher swore the prisoner and his 
record was taken by the district a t­ 
torney as follows: 
Age, 28 years; nativity, D etroit; res­ 
idence, Broadway, Nowaks, Buffalo; 
occupation, labor; m arried or single, 
single; degree of education, common 
school and parochial; 
religious In­ 
structions, Catholic; 
parents, father 
living, m other dead; tem perate or in­ 
tem perate, tem perate; form er convic­ 
tion of crime, none. 
The clerk of the court then asked; 
"H av e you any legal cause to show 
now why the sentence of the court 
should not now be pronounced against 
you?” 
Given a Chance to Speak. 


"I cannot hear that,” replied the 
prisoner. 
Clerk Fisher repeated this question 
and Czolgosz replied: 
“ I'd rather have this 
gentleman 
here speak," looking tow ards District 
Attorney Penney, “I can hear him bet- i 
ter.” 
At this point Justle*? W hite told 
those in the courtroom that they must j 
bo quiet or they would be excluded 
from the room.

Justice W hite then said: 
“Have 
you. (speaking to Judge Titus), any­ 
thing to say in behalf of the prisoner 
at this tim e?” 
“ I have nothing to say within tho 
definition of what 
your 
honor has 
read." replied the attorney, “ but lf 
seem s to me, in order tnat the In 
Decent should not suffer by this de­ 
fendant’s crime, the court should per­ 
mit him to exculpate at 
least his 
father, brother and sisters.” 
From the court: 
“Certainly, if that 
is the object of any statem ent he 
wishes to make. 
Proceed.” 
Then the prisoner said: 
“T here is 
no one else but me. 
No one else told 
me to do it aud no one paid me to 
do it.” 
Judge Titus repeated it as follows. 
owing to the prisoner’s feeble voice: 
“Hi* says nu one had anything to do 
with the commission of his crim e but 
himself; that his father and mother 
and no one else had anything to do 
with and knew nothing about it." 
“The prisoner continued: 
“ I was 
not told any bing about the crim e and 
I never thought anything about m ur­ 
der until a couple of days before I 
committed the crime." 
Judge Titus again repeated as fol­ 
lows: 
“ He never told anyone about 
the (Time and never intended to com ­ 
mit it until a couple of days before its 
commission.” 


Justice White Passes Sentence. 


Then Justice W hite passed sentence 
as follows: 
“ In taking the life of our beloved 
president 
you 
committed a crime 
which shocked and outraged the moral 
sense of the civilized world. 
You 
have confessed that guilt aud after 
learning all that at this time can be 
learned from the facts and circum ­ 
stances of tin* case, 12 good jurors 
have pronounced you guilty and have 
fdund you guilty of murder In the first 
degree. 
“ You have said, according to the 
testimony of creditable witnesses and 
yourself, that no other person aided 
or abetted you in the commission of 
this terrible act. 
God grant it may 
be so. 
The penalty of the crime for 
which you stand convicted is fixed by 
this statute and It now becomes my 
duty 
to pronounce 
this 
judgm ent 
against, you. 
“The sentence of the court Is that 
in the week btginniug Oct. 28, 1901, 
at the place. In the m anner and means 
prescribed by law, you suffer the pun­ 
ishm ent of death," 
“ Remove the prisoner.” 
The crowd slowly flied out of the 
room and court adjourned at 2:2d. 
The death w arrant signed by Ju s­ 
tice W hite and addressed to the agent 
and warden of Auburn state prison 
directs him to execute the sentence 
of the court within the wails of the 
prison on some day during the week 
beginning O d 
28. next, by causing 
“ to pass through the body of the said 
Leon F. Czolgosz a current of clee 
trlcity of sufficient intensity to cause 
death and that the application of the

Captain Wise concluded his testimony.

Cxolgosx Unable to Speak Above a 


Whisper and His Counsel Repeats 


His Words to the Court—Ineiete He 


Waa Atone In the Commission of the 


Crime—Condemned Man Taken to 


Auburn Penitentiary. 


Buffalo, Sept 27.—Leon F. Csolgosx, 
the assassin of President McKinley, 
wae during the afternoon sentenced 
to be electrocuted in Auburn state 
prison during the week beginning Oct. 
28, 1901. Before sentence was passed 
the assassin evinced a desire to speak, 
but he could not get bis voice above a 
whisper and his words were repeated 
to the court by his counsel. 
"There was no oue but me.” the 
prisoner said in a whisper, "no one 
else but me to do It and no one paid 
me to do It I was not told anything 
about tha crime and 1 never thought 
anything about that until a couple of 
days before 1 committed the crime.” 
Csotgoss sat down. 
He was quit# 
calm, but It was evident that his mind 
was flooded with thoughts of his own 
distress. Mis eyes were dilated, mak­ 
ing them appear very bright. 
His 
cheeks were a trifle pale and his ou t­ 
stretched hand trembled. The guards 
put the handcuffs on his wrists. 
He 
looked at one of the officers. There 
waa an expression of the profoundest 
fear and helplessness In his eyes. 
He glanced about at tbe people who 
crowded the room in efforts to get a 
i look at him. 
The prisoner's eyelids 
rose and fell tremuously and then he 
* fixed his gaae on the floor In front of 
him. 
At this point Judge Titus 
came 
¡ over to the prlaoner and bade him 
goodbye. Csolgoss replied very faint­ 
ly. letting bis eye rest upon tbe man 
who had been his counsel. 
"Good­ 
bye,” he said, weakly, 
i 
Cxolgosx waa Hurried down stairs 
and through the tunnel of aobs to the 
jail, where he will remain until re­ 
moved to Auburn to pay the penalty 
for his crime. 
Frisoner Brought Into Court. 
Although the time announced for 
the convening of court waa 2 o’clock, 
every seat and every foot of standing 
room were occupied before 1:30 and 
scores were clamoring outside for ad­ 
mission. The doors were locked and 
no more were admitted to the room. 
Tbe prisoner was brought into the 
room at 1:55. 
Five minutes later 
Justice White took bis place upon the 
bench. As soon as Justice White as­ 
sumed the bench. Crier Max Haas 
said; 
''Pursuant to a receta this trial term 
of the supreme court is now open for 
the trnnnnctloo of business.” 
District Attorney Penney said: 
"If your honor please, I move sen­ 
tence in the cnee of the people vs. 
Leon F. Ccolgosx; stand up, Csolgoss.'’ 
Fisher swore the prisoner and his 
record was taken by the district at­ 
torney as follows: 
Age, 21 years; nativity, Detroit; res­ 
idence. Broadway, Nowaks, Buffalo; 
occupation, labor; married or single, 
•Ingle; degree of education, common 
school and parochial; 
religious In­ 
structions, Catholic; parents, father 
living, mother dead; temperate or In­ 
temperate, temperate; former convic­ 
tion of crime, none. 
The clerk of the court then naked: 
"Have you any legal cause to show 
now why the sentence of the court 
should not now be pronounced against 
y o n f 
Given a Chance to Speak, 
”1 cannot hear that,** replied the 
prisoner. 
Clerk Fisher repented this question 
and Csolgoss replied: 
"I’d rather have this 
gentleman 
here speak,” looking towards District 
Attorney Penney, "1 can hear him bet i 
ter.” 
At this point Justice White told 
those In the courtroom that they s u it 
be quiet or they would be excluded 
from tbe room. Mr. Penney then seid 
to teh prisoner: "Csolgoss, the court 
wants to know if you have any reason 
to give why sentence should not be 
pronounced against you. 
Have you 
anything to say to the judge? gey yes 
or no.” 
The prisoner did not reply, and Jus­ 
tice White, addressing the prisoner. 
•aid: 
"in that behalf what you have a 
right to try relates explicitly to the 
subject it hand here at this time am) 
which tie law provides why sentence 
should not now be pronounced against 
yon and is defined by the statute. 
"The first is that you may claim 
tent you are insane; the next le that 
you have good canse te offer either In 
arrant of the judgment about to he 
pronounced against you or for a new 
trial. 
Those are the grounds speci­ 
fied by the statute in which you have 
• right to speak at this time tad you 
are at perfect liberty to do so If you

Justice White then said: 
"Have 
you. «speaking to Judge Titus 1, any­ 
thing to say in behalf of the prisoner 
at this time?” 
"1 have nothing to say within the 
definition of what 
your 
honor ha» 
read,” replied the attorney, "but It 
teems to me. In order that the 1» 
macent should not suffer by this de­ 
fendant's crime, the court should per­ 
mit him to exculpate at 
least his 
father, brother and sisters.” 
From the court: "Certainly, If that 
is the object of any statement be 
wishes to make. Proceed.” 
Then the prisoner said: 
"There Is 
no one else but me. No one else told 
me to do it and no one paid me to 
do it.” 
Judge Titus repeated It as follows, 
owing to the prisoner's feeble voice: 
"He says no one had anything to do 
with the com mission of his crime but 
hintM'If; that his father and mother 
and no one else had anything to do 
with and knew nothing about It.” 
"The prisoner continued: 
"1 was 
not told any hing about the crime and 
I never thought anything about mur­ 
der until a couple of days before I 
committed the crime.” 
Judge Titus again repeated as fol­ 
lows: 
"He never told anyone about 
the (Time and never Intended to com­ 
mit it until a couple of days before Its 
commission.” 
Justice Whits Passes Sentence. 
Then Justice White passed sentence 
as follows: 
"In taking the life of our beloved 
president 
you 
committed a crime 
which shocked and outraged the moral 
sense of the civilised world. 
You 
have confessed that guilt and after 
learning all that at this time can be 
learned from the facts and clrcum 
stanres of the case, 12 good Jurors 
have pronounced you guilty and have 
fflund you guilty of murder In the first 
degree. 
"You heve said, according to the 
testimony of creditable witnesses and 
yourself, that no other person aided 
or abetted you In the commission of 
this terrible set. 
God grant It may 
be so. The penalty of the crime for 
which you stand convicted Is fixed by 
this statute and it now becomes my 
duty 
to pronounce 
this 
judgment 
«gainst you. 
"The sentence of the court I» that 
in the week btgtnnlag Oct. 28, 1901, 
ah the place, la the manner and means 
prescribed by law, you suffer the pun 
lab men! of death.” 
"Remove the prisoner” 
Tbe crowd slowly filed out of the 
room and court adjourned at 2:28. 
Tbe death warrant signed by Jus­ 
tice White and addressed to the agent 
and warden of Auburn state prison 
directs him to execute the .sentence 
of tbe court within the walls of tbe 
prison on some day during the week 
beginning Oct. 28. next, by causing 
"to pass through the body of the said 
I^eon F. Csolgoss a current of alec 
tricity of sufficient Intensity to cause 
death and that the application of the 
said current of electricity 
be con­ 
tinued until be. the said Leofi F. Csol­ 
goss, be ‘dead.’”

Caph VY. A. Mercer, in charge of 
the Leech Lake Indian reservation, 
who has .-just concluded a trip w ith 
Senator Quarles and party, through 
the reservations of northern Minne­ 
sota, paused through the city this 
noon enroute from Minneapolis to 
the agency. 
Regarding the trip with the dis­ 
tinguished 
party, 
Capt 
Mercer 
said: 
Senator Quarles’ party made a 
thorough inspection of the general 
condition of the Indians, and mat­ 
ters on the reservations. 
I believe 
th at the report made by them at 
Washington will have much influ­ 
ence in shaping legislation that is 
expected of the next session of con­ 
gress. 
Among other sections of the 
state we visited the Reel Lake coun­ 
t s and the party took a look at the 
250,000 acre tract on the Red Lake 
river 
which 
congressmen 
want 
throw n open to settlement. 
Several 
additions have been made to the 
number of Indian schools in this 
state recently and in these improve­ 
ments the party were deeply inter­ 
ests I. 
C aptain Mercer says th at it is 
about as good as settled that no 
reservation timber of any kind will 
Im? cut or lands sold until the de­ 
partment secures needed legislation 
on the subject. 
The whole matter 
including i>oth lands and timber can 
tai settled by one act. 
He believes 
that the visit of Commissioner Jones 
and Senator Quarles will result in ex­ 
pediting the legislation. 
The 
In­ 
dians are waiting patiently for con­ 
gress to aet. 
Captain Mercer favors 
selling the timber by bank scale and 
is confident that the great majority 
of the Indians desire that plan. 
The announcement is made by the 
captain that the last of the old, full 
blood Indians have taken their pay­ 
ment from the government as pro­ 
vided in the last treaty. 
For a long 
time many of these held out, among 
them being ‘‘Old Bug” of Pillager 
uprising fame. 
“ Bug” drew his 
past payments a few months ago.

New York, Sept. 27.—One of the 
blgg***t crowds that ever put to Mea 
went down to the Handy Hook light­ 
ship to witness Hlr Thomas Upton's 
second challenger, Shamrock ll. anti 
the white flyer Colombia, whi h suc- 
cessfolly defended the old America's 
cup against big flr«t trophy hunter two i 
years ago, struggle for the yachting ■ 
supremacy of the world in th'* first I 
of the cup races of 1901. 
Hut the »*x 
eurslon fleet returned 
disappointed. J 
The great single stickers went out I 
fresh for the battle, but the ski re­ 
fused them a field of conflict. 
The 
wind, never mort* than nine ami some 
times as low as three knots, was too 
light ami shifty to carry the contest­ 
ants over the 30-mile course In the 
time allotted by the rules. 
At the 
end of five and a half hours, th*: pre­ 
scribed time, the race was officially 
declared off and 
the 
yachts were 
towed back to thtJr 
berths 
inside 
Handy Hook. 
When the gun aboard 
tin* committee boat was fired to call 
attention to the signal declaring the 
race off the American yacht was still 
seven miles from the finish line. The 
Knglishman was hull down astern of 
her, the experts estimating her dis­ 
tance behind the Columbia at over 
three quarters of a mile. 
Americans will have reason to con­ 
gratulate themselves upon the result 
of the first trial. 
The yacht, which 
carried J. I*. Morgan’s private signal, 
a black pennant with a yellow maltese 
cross, to victory two years ago, was 
headed but once in the 23 miles cov­ 
ered and then the Knglishman showed 
the way for only five minutes. 
In 
windward work the Columbia 
beat 
the foreigner 7 minutes and lf* sec­ 
onds to the outer mark anti increased 
her lead somewhat in the broad reach 
for home. 
While the 
Test Was Unsatisfactory, 


the yachting sharps who have been 
skeptical up to this time as to the 
ability of the Columbia to successfully 
defend the cup are more confident 
that It will remain on this side of the 
Atlantic yet a while longer. Certainly 
Columbia's superiority in light airs ap­ 
pears to have 
been demonstrated. 
Shamroc k ii did not, in fact, make as 
good a showing as did U pton’s first, 
challenger in the half dozen flukes 
that preceded the actual races two 
years ago. 
What Shamrock may be 
able to do In heavy weather Is of 
course problematical, but 
Columbia 
has been tried and all her admirers 
Insist, that sh** is distinctively a heavy 
weather boat 
Two years ago Sir 
Thomas' prayer was for wind. but 
when he got a smashing 25-knot gale 
In the last race Columbia’s victory 
was even more decisive than In the 
first. 
Since then Columbia’s ability 
in heavy weather has been proved 


lumbia lay with her sails flapping, 
while the Shamrock, catching a slant 
of wlrj.1 nearer shore, drew rapidly 
ahead. 
EJ t the victory was short­ 
lived. 
The wind held tq the south 
ward and freshened 
to about six 
knots, making It from this point a 
close-hauled reach to the mark.

Columbia rapidly overtook her adver­ 
sary and Captain Seymour, In des­ 
peration. concluded to press on more

went by the Hhamrork as if she had 
been moored to the dock, making two 
feet to her one. 
From that time to 
the outer mark the 
Columbia Gained Steadily. 


As she approached the turning point 
the excursion fleet, going at full speed, 
circled out and massed beyond the 
mark to witness the turn. 
As she 
came alongside, leaving the mark on 
the starboard band, Barr put his helm 
hard down and luffed around it. Then 
she filled away. 
Her great balloon 
Jib broke out like a puff of smoke, her 
boom was eased off and she was away 
for home on a broad reach. The bands 
crashed, the whistles blew and the 
crowd aboard 
the

The fleet courteously waited 
until Shamrock rounded. 7 minutes 
and 4 seconds later, and gave her a 
cordial reception.

New York, Sept. 27.— Six men and 
possibly seven were killed and seven 
injured by the explosion of an oil 
tank of the Kssex and Hudson Gas 
company at Newark, N. J. The known 
dead are:

works; William Meyer; 
Otto New­ 
man, foreman at the works; Alfred 
Snyder, resided in Jersey City; Nich­ 
olas Miller, and an unidentified man. 
Many witnesses say there is a body 
in the river, as they saw It hurled 
high in the air and thrown in that 
direction. 
The tank that exploded 
was one of a number of Immense steel 
reservoirs and was 
undergoing its 
periodical cleaning, It having been 
emptied of 
Its oil in the morning. 
The tank was 20 feet deep and Kirch 
and Meydr entered through the man­ 
hole first without taking the precau­ 
tion of having ropes tied about them. 
They were overcome by the fumes. 
Foreman Newman 
saw 
this 
and 
started down after them, after shout­ 
ing a warning to the other workmen 
In tho yards. 
He too collapsed in the 
lank. 
Nicholas Miller, a grocer near 
by, had once been foreman of the 
works. 
He was in the yards and at 
once assumed charge of the rescue. 
Summoning others, the men began 
with chisels to cut a large ring in the 
tank. 
It is supposed one of the chisels 
in striking the steel caused the emis­ 
sion of a spark, for instantly there 
I was an explosion like that of a cannon 
and then a sheet of flame.

Nicholas M iller, a grocer near 
by. had once been foreman of the 
works. 
He was In the yards and at 
once assumed charge of the rescue. 
Htimmonlng others, the men began 
with chisels to cut a large ring la the 
tank. It Is supposed one of the chisels 
In striking the steel caused the emis­ 
sion of n spark, for Instantly there 
was an explosion like that of a cannon 
and then a sheet of flame. Ten men 
were on the top of the tank at the 
time. 
They were swept away In all 
directions.

Remains of tbs W ar President Placed 
In the New Vault. 
Springfield, III*., Sept. 27.—What Is 
intended to be the final removal of 
the remains of Abraham Lincoln took 
place during the day. The casket waa 
taken from Its renting place In the 
monument to Memorial hall, where It 
was opened and the remains viewed 
by state officers who are members of 
the 
Lincoln Monument association 
and some members of the old Lincoln 
guard of honor. The casket was then 
cloned and removed to the new vault. 
Two feet of concrete protects the bot­ 
tom of the casket. The excavation fn 
which it rests la 11 feet deep, I feet 
wide and I feet long. 
Surrounding 
the casket la a steel cage, 
around 
which will be placed a solid wall of 
concrete.

Harvey say that ha literally cried him­ 
self to death. He wept for hours con­ 
tinuously from the afternoon the pres­ 
ident was shot, and while in these 
paroxysms of grief hfs suffering was 
tabmae. 
!t was found Impossible to 
control or assutge his grief, and up to 
the hour of his dissolution he walled 
constantly.

From the land of perpetual ice and 
cold* leaving her Indomitable husband 
facing n long and dreary arctic winter, 
Mr». Robert E. Peary, wife .of Lieu­ 
tenant Peary, arrived tn Portland* Me., 
the other evening. Having passed two 
winters with her husband at Drisco, 
where ber daughter Marie was bora. 
Mr*. Peary did not care to pass another 
winter within the arctic circle, nor did 
her courageous husband care to have 
her. 
In the summer of 1900 Mrs. Peary 
sailed from North Hydney, C. B., on 
the ship Windward, which was sent by 
tbe Peary Arctic club with stores and 
supplies for tlie explorer. 
Atm. 10. 
1900, the Windward reached 
Eta It, 
which had been Peary's winter quar­ 
ters. and found Instructions to proceed 
to Hmith’s sound If possible to meet 
Peary. 
At Cape Sabine the Wind­ 
ward'* course northward was stopped 
by Ice, and she went Into winter quar­ 
ters In Payer harbor. 
"I tried my best to communicate with 
my husband/* said Mrs. Peary to a re­ 
porter of the Boston Herald* "bat to no 
purpose. The sailors on tbe Windward 
were not available for work on tbe 
Ice, and the best of Eskimos who 
might he used could not be bad* as 
they lived on tbe other side of the 
sound from where we were. The win­ 
ter passed away slowly, but not un­ 
pleasantly. 
"When the long arctic night began 
to break away, 1 began to send out 
such expeditions as 1 could to find Mr. 
Peary. At last I got some good Es­ 
kimos, and they were accompanied by 
two sailors who volunteered to go with 
them. 
They proceeded toward Fort 
Conger, but had not gone more than 
sixty miles when they met Mr. Peary 
and hfs two companions on the way 
sooth. Mr. I Vary had wintered at Fort 
Conger, only ISO miles away, but I did 
not know that, nor did he know that 
the Mind ward was so near him. 
"Mr. Peary had no Idea that I was to 
be on tbe Windward. He did not know 
that I had come north to see him until 
be met our searching party. It was 
night when be came. I was asleep 
In my room In tbe cabin when sudden­ 
ly 1 heard a person Jump on deck right 
over my head. ‘Hteward, steward/ I 
shouted, 'open the door! Mr. Peary Is 
there/ I knew It was Mr. Peary, for 
when I went up on tbe Erik In 1HB2 he 
came on hooiri In Just that way. aud I 
recognised his step. It was the 0th of 
May of that year and his birthday too. 
"W hat he accomplished Mr. Bridge- 
man has told you better than ever 1 
can. tn a general way I may say that 
ho has established tbe fact that Green­ 
land's farthest point north is &L39 de­ 
grees. Between it and the north pole la 
an open sea. Mr. Peary went to 83.50 
degrees north aud waa forced to return 
because of broken ice. This coming 
snmmer he w ill make an attempt to 
reach the north pole, going over that 
same route.” 
Mr. Peary did not know of his moth­ 
er's death, which occurred In Portland, 
until the Erik conveyed the news to 
hi tn. Neit her did be know of the death 
of bis baby daughter, who died eight­ 
een mouths after he started on hla trip, 
three years ago, until tits wife told him 
of It. Mrs. PYary has gone to her home 
In Washington to wait until another 
spring, when she w ill once more ac­ 
company the Windward on the relief 
trip.
